Tattersall’s  Club  recently  acquired  an  Oxy-Viva  resuscitator,  and  a  vivid 
portrayal  of  its  many  uses  was  provided  in  a  demonstration  on  the  Third  Floor. 

The  equipment  is  designed  for  the  prompt  application  of  highly  efficient 
resuscitation  and  inhalation  in  emergencies  such  as  drowning,  suffocation,  electro¬ 
cution,  shock,  severe  exhaustion,  gas  poisoning,  heart  attack,  stroke,  haemorrhage, 
obstructions  in  air  passages,  smoke  suffocation,  head  injury,  drug  overdoses. 

The  Oxy-Viva  can  be  used  where  only  the  victim’s  face  is  accessible  or  where 
multiple  injuries  have  occurred. 

A  feature  is  that  two  resuscitators  and  oxygen  therapy  or  three  resuscitators 
can  be  applied  simultaneously  from  the  self  sealing  outlets  provided.  Alternatively, 
the  three  services,  i.e.,  suction,  resuscitation  and  oxygen  therapy  as  fitted  to  the 
standard  unit  can  also  be  applied  simultaneously. 

Also  resuscitation  or  oxygen  therapy  can  readily  be  administered  while 
carrying  the  patient  on  a  stretcher.

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VALE  BILL  KELSO 

The  death  recently  of  Bill  Kelso 
marked  the  end  of  a  saga  of  the  turf 
begun  a  century  ago  by  his  grand¬ 
father  Bill  Kelso  I. 

Throughout  three  generations,  Bill 
Kelsos  made  history  on  the  turf  — 
training,  racing  and  handling  a  long 
line  of  thoroughbreds  and  maintaining 
a  record  of  outstanding  success  in  the 
production  of  champion  gallopers, 
champion  jockeys  and  a  line  of  trainers 
who,  after  Kelso  tuition,  themselves 
became  champions. 

The  family  establishedan unblemish¬ 
ed  reputation  under  the  Australian 
Jockey  Club,  by  whom  their  integrity 
was  never  questioned. 

Bill  became  a  member  of  the  N.S.W. 
Owners  and  Trainers  Association  as 
soon  as  he  received  his  training  ticket, 
more  than  30  years  ago.  Early  in  his 
career  he  became  a  committeeman 
and  worked  with  other  executives  of 
the  association  to  bring  about  many 
important  reforms  of  value  to  the  racing 
world. 

One  of  his  best  achievements  was  in 
partnership  with  a  friend  of  his  school¬ 
days,  fellow  member  and  bookmaker 
Homer  Jones,  with  whom  Bill  instituted 
an  annual  sports  service  at  St.  Jude’s 
Church,  Randwick.  Held  on  the  Sunday 
evening  before  the  AJC  Derby,  it  was 
organised  by  Bill  for  many  years. 

He  participated  in  many  other  com¬ 
munity  interests  including  Rotary.  He 
was  the  first  trainer  in  Rotary  any¬ 
where,  and  soon  became  president  of 
the  Randwick  Rotary  Club. 

His  idea  of  sportsmen’s  nights  was 
an  instant  drawcard,  later  introduced 
by  other  organisations  all  over  Aust¬ 
ralia. 

Bill  was  also  president  of  Randwick 
Public  School  Old  Boys’  Association 
and  a  member  of  the  Royal  Agri¬ 
cultural  Society. 

While  still  an  executive  member  of 
the  Owners  and  Trainers  Association 
he  was  made  a  life  member  for  his 
service.  Among  the  reforms  he  helped 
achieve  in  the  racing  world  were  the 
introduction  of  emergency  acceptors, 
and  the  drawing  of  barrier  numbers  at 
acceptance  to  allow  the  public  and  all 
concerned  to  be  better  informed. 

Easier  and  quicker  access  for  trainers 
to  the  betting  ring  from  the  saddling 
enclosure  at  Randwick  and  Warwick 
Farm  was  another  innovation. 


Bill  was  instrumental  in  having  the 
weights  of  fillies  raised  in  the  Gimcrack 
to  avoid  their  being  forced  to  race  with 
saddles  which  were  too  light  when 
making  their  turf  debut. 

An  ardent  cricket  fan,  he  was  a 
member  of  the  SCG  for  many  years,  and 
often  would  choose  to  attend  a  big 
match  rather  than  the  racecourse. 

Among  Bill’s  turf  successes  was 
multi-race  winner,  the  mare  Persist, 
which  he  trained  for  fellow  Club 
member  Ernie  Goodall.  Other  winners 
included  Haxton,  Iroquois,  Little  Miss 
Marco,  Lucky  Stride,  Rim  Boy  and 
Teranyan. 

The  passing  of  Bill  Kelso  marks  the 
end  of  the  family’s  association  with 
the  training  of  racehorses,  but  it  is 
not  the  end  of  the  family  which  has 
multiplied  to  the  generation.  A  proud 
day  for  Bill  was  the  one  on  which  he 
took  his  small  grandson,  also  named 
Bill,  to  visit  Tattersall’s,  of  which  his 
own  grandfather  was  a  member. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  Bill  was 
71  years  old.  To  his  family  and  relat¬ 
ions  the  sincere  condolences  of  Tatter- 
sail’s  Club  members  are  conveyed.

Bill  Stack  was  this  year  elected 
presides  of  the  Taronga  Zoological 
Park  Trust. 

This  is  but  one  of  Bill’s  many 
interests,  the  range  of  which  must 
cover  the  whole  spectrum. 

Born  and  educated  in  Brisbane,  his 
sporting  interests  include  tennis,  golf, 
swimming,  surfing  and  flying. 

Bill  is  a  life  member  of  the  Royal 
Aero  Club  of  N.S.W.,  a  member  of  the 
AJC,  STC,  SCG,  Royal  Automobile 
Club,  Lawn  Tennis  Association,  White 
City  Club,  Royal  Motor  Yacht  Club, 
American  National  Club  and  the  Avi¬ 
ation  Club. 

He  was  appointed  to  the  board  of 
the  Royal  Prince  Alfred  Hospital  in 
1955,  and  is  a  director  of  that  board 
with  extra  duties  on  the  house  and 
finance  committees. 

However,  the  name  of  W.J.  Stack  is 
synonomous  with  the  motor  trade. 
Bill  began  his  career  in  this  industry 
as  a  spare  parts  salesman  in  Queensland, 
became  a  salesman  for  the  Hudson- 
Essex-Rolls  Royce  group,  a  sales  mana¬

established  in  Australia  in  1926. 

In  1931,  at  the  height  of  the  de¬ 
pression,  Bill  was  transferred  to  Sydney 
to  become  the  assistant  sales  manager 
for  this  state.  Later  he  was  to  become 
the  Australian  car  and  vehicle  sales 
manager  at  the  central  office  of  the 
company  in  Melbourne. 

During  these  progressive  changes  in 
the  motor  industry, Bill  became  the  first 
Australian  ever  to  drive  a  Pontiac 
vehicle.  On  learning  that  these  vehicles 
were  to  be  represented  in  Australia 
by  a  new  and  separate  distributor, 
Bill  asked  and  got  the  franchise  in 
N.S.W.,  and  in  1935  resigned  from 
G.M.H.  to  establish  his  own  company. 

Bill’s  appointment  to  the  Trust 
seemed  a  natural  outcome  of  his  in¬ 
tense  interest  in  animals  from  the  time 
he  was  a  teenager  and  paid  his  first 
visit  to  Taronga  Zoo. 

His  special  interest  in  the  animal 
world  has  always  been  the  gorilla. 
Long  before  he  became  a  Zoo  trustee 
he  knew  the  late  Sir  Edward  Hall- 
strom,  Zoo  director,  well  enough  to 


“pester  the  life  out  of  him  to  get  a 
gorilla.” 

This  particular  interest  began  during 
one  of  his  visits  to  America,  when  he 
saw  the  magnificent  gorilla  specimen 
in  St.  Louis  Zoo,  known  as  gargantua. 

Bill  was  first  appointed  to  the 
Taronga  Zoological  Park  Trust  in  1960. 
He  was  elected  vice  president  in  1969. 
and  re-elected  to  that  position  each 
year  until  this  year  when  he  was 
elected  president.

Members  of  the  Perisher  Ski  Patrol 
Association  are  putting  up  with  a  lot 
of  gigging  lately.  Comments  like  .  .  . 
“with  all  those  crosses  to  bear  you  are 

in  the  right  place” . “please 

adjust  your  halos  on  entering  and 
leaving.” 

The  reason  is  that  the  patrol’s  new 
headquarters  in  Perisher  Valley  are  in 
the  basement  of  the  local  church.  That 
should  boost  attendances  at  Sunday 
morning  service! 

Perisher  Valley  management,  which 
was  unable  to  provide  the  patrol  with 
suitable  alternative  space,  has  donated 
$500  towards  the  rent. 

Short  skis  were  introduced  into 
Australia  several  seasons  ago  but  have 
never  been  really  popular. 

This  year  following  a  boom  in  GLM 
skis  and  teaching  techniques  in  the 
U.S.,  the  short  ski  is  here  to  stay. 

GLM  stands  for  graduated  length 
method  and  has  been  introduced  as  a 
teaching  technique  for  beginners  by 
two  resorts,  Thredbo  and  Smiggins. 

Basically  the  technique  involves  put¬ 
ting  the  new  skier  on  shorter  than 
usual  skis  to  start  with.  The  pupil  is 
graduated  to  longer  and  longer  skis  as 
he  improves  and  becomes  capable  of 
handling  them. 

Normally  the  appropriate  ski  length 
is  selected  by  a  combination  of  height 
and  weight.  For  example  a  girl  weigh¬ 
ing  8  st.  10  lb.  with  a  height  of  £  ft.

4  in.  would  use  a  185  cm.  ski  which  is 
exactly  six  feet  in  length. 

With  the  GLM  method,  the  same 
girl  will  commence  on  a  125  cm.  ski, 
which  is  only  four  feet  long,  then 
progress  to  a  150  cm.  ski  (five  feet 
long). 

Surveys  in  the  U.S.  showed  that  the 
GLM  method  removed  much  of  the 
hard  work  and  frustrations  for  the 
beginner  skier.  Specifically  they  high¬ 
lighted  the  following  points: 

a.  Normally  unathletic  people  were 


strongly  motivated  to  learn  to  ski. 

b.  Pupils  had  more  fun  in  the  learning 
process. 

c.  Progress  from  beginner  to  inter¬ 
mediate  standard  was  greatly  accel¬ 
erated. 

d.  Greater  number  of  pupils  came  back 
for  further  lessons. 

e.  Injury  rates  among  beginners  were 
dramatically  reduced. 

GLM  skis  are  available  at  the  same 
hiring  rates  as  ordinary  skis.  Longer 
skis  will  be  provided  at  no  extra  cost 
as  the  pupil  progresses.
